2. (Original) The method according to claim 1 > further comprising the step of in 
response to a determination that said data has not been pre-cncrypted, encrypting said 
data and transmitting said encrypted data. 

3. (Original) The method according to claim 2, further comprising the step of in 
response to a determination that said data has not been pre-encrypted, storing said 
encrypted data.

encrypting said dynamically-changing information; and 

transmitting said encrypted, dynamically-changing information,
